This part of the building 
suffered smoke damage, and the tire 
was cheeked eating its way through 
near the stairway on

floor. 
The blaze was discovered shortly 
before five o'clock Sunday morning, 
and smoke 
was coming from all 
windows in the front and rear 
of 
tin* building. When the flames broke 
out through windows on the second 
and third floors, firemen turned 
in 
an alarm for pressure 
from box 
132, Main and Second streets, which 
was 15 minutes after the fire

Tuesday but the serious business of 
storm relief crowded it from 
the 
city’s calendar. 


Relief work went forw ard rapidly, 
despite rain which has 
hampered 
efforts of the volunteer army. 


More than 
300 
families 
were 
moved from their shattered homes 
into new dwellings yesterday, a fleet 
of donated trucks working all 
day 
to accomplish the task. 
Five hundred civilian police were 
being recruited to assist the regular 
patrolmen, national guardsm en 
and 
regular arm y troopers with 
patrol 
duty. 
The fund for 
immediate 
relief 
passed the $250,000 mark, and con­ 
tinued to grow. 
A determination that St. 
Lonis 
would “ care for 
its ow n” was in 
evidence. Every large business con­ 
cern contributed to the storm fund. 
Debutantes worked in twelve

and 
have made substantial recovery.

taken by Lewis E. Pierson, president

Flood Credits Corporation. In
